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Editorial 


The structural clay products in 
dustry must accept, as an added out 
let for its products, the idea of pre 
fabrication. In order to compete 
successfully with other materials 
which are prefabricated and which 
are delivered to the job in large units, 
the industry must be prepared to do 
the same 

Glass, concrete, stone, metal are 
all made into large units which are 
set into place mechanically. Archi 
tects have become accustomed to de 
signs involving large units. Not only 
do they see an advantage in the large 
units from a design standpoint but 
it has become “fashionable” for the 
architect to do so. Why not give them 
a clay product—a prefabricated unit 
to use? 

We became a bit alarmed when 
several manufacturers expressed the 
thought that prefabrication was fine 
but not for them. Others said brick 
is too beautiful and the resultant 
buildings too unique to spoil the 
beauty by prefabricating them, Then 
another manufacturer said prefab ts 
ugly because of the monotonous na 
ture of the construction 

These statements may be true to 
a degree, and I’m sure the promoters 
of prefabricated clay units do not 
advocate abandoning unit brick con 
struction. However, it does not mean 
that brick and tile should not be pre 
fabricated 

Che brick industry has tradition- 
ally resisted any changes in its prod 
ucts but these changes were suggest- 
ed at a time when the pressures on 
the industry were not as great as 
they are now 

Prefabrication and large building 
units are here to stay and it might 
even be said that clay products will 
get less and less of the structures 
now designed for the large units 

We advocate that serious thought 
be given to prefabrication so that 
large structures can again be a lush 
market for clay. Supplying larger 
prefabricated units may prepare the 
industry to meet the challenge when 
it spreads into the smaller building 
construction
